MEXICO'S PRESIDENT. 

Diaz and His Minister Talk Sensi- 
bly About the Cutting Affair. 

Citv op Mexico, Aug. 4.— Popular 
sontlmcnt has been so thoroughly 
aroused over the editor Cutting case, 
and the press commonts (hereon that 
the representative of (ho Associated 
Press called to-day at tho Castle of 
Chapultepec to get the viowsof Presi- 
dent Diaz and Senor Rcmcrio Ru- 
bio, who is visiting the Castle. The 
latter said that ho was happy to pre- 
sent the facts iu the case to the press, 
and entered at onco into a very full 
review of it from the beginning. He 
stated Mr. Cutting's offense, his char- 
actor, and that of Seuor Medina, and 
went into an elaborate explanation 
of Mexico's right to arrest Mr. Cut- 
ting from a legal point of view. 

"Mr. Culling," 6aid the Minister, 
"having been commanded by the 
court to make an apology, did so iu 
an El Paso newspaper, but worded it 
so as to make it really an insult to 
the court. This newspaper, although 
published in tho United States, Cut- 
ting knew to bo circulated in Paso 
Del Norte, on the Mexican side of 
the Hio Grande, and he took pains to 
circulate the issuo containing the re- 
flections on Ihe Mexican court in Paso 
Del Norte, crossing t ho river to this 
side himself to circulate the paper. 
Ho was thereupon arrested in proper 
legal form and put in jail. Ho was 
trealcd with even more consideration 
ihan Mexican criminals." 

Tho Minister was asked if he 
thought the Judge bad acted iu good 
faith. 

He replied : "I do, and for that 
very reason the execulivo power here 
could uot, on a demand from the 
United States Government, set aside 
Hie judicial power. The Government 
hero considered that Cutting had uot 
only infringed the code of the State 
of Chihuahua, which makes offences 
against its citizens committed on for- 
eign territory punishable by its 
courts, but had *<!s<> commi tol a i 
ofl'eiisc on this side of Ihe llnejby re- 
fusing, Without giving any reason, lo 
recognize the demand of the Judge, 
using insulting language to that offi- 
cial, and it was clear that (be circu- 
lating ol the statement derogatory to 
the court on this side of the river 
constituted a clear case of oll'enso 
against the law." 

"Then, it's for these reasons that 
you havo refused to grant tu Uncon- 
ditional release?" 

"Yes; tho Govcrnmeat hero has 
forwarded a very full report of the 
caso to Washington, where it has 
been submitted to Congress." 

President Diaz (hen eutored the 
apartment and expressed gratifica- 
tion at meeting a representative of 
tho Associated Press of the United 
States, aud extended a cordial greet- 
ing. 

Tho President said: "I presume 
you have had from Minister Romero 
Rubio a full explanation of tho case 
and an abstract of the grounds for 
our action, and I will only say that I 
have just received a letter from the 
Chief Justice of the Sla(o of Chihua- 
hua, giving a resume of (be pro- 
cedure of the court In response to my 
request." 

The letter was then read in full by 
Romero Rubio. It showed that the 
State authorities of Chihuahua had 
exorcised every care in treating Cut- 
ting w ith consideration, even more, 
the President thought, than was ne- 
cessary, for he thought it was suffi- 
cient to treat him as bo would treat a 
Mexican citizen imprisoned under 
the same charge. 

Do you consider, Mr. President, 
that the case will lead to trouble?'' 

I have no apprehension of difficul- 
ties growing out of such an Insignifi- 
cant affair, which is really only a 
quarrel between disreputable jour- 
nalists. I think that tho United 
States Government was a trifle hasty 
in tho matter, owing, probably, to 
early and inaccurate and one-sided 
reports. I have no doubt that the 
full explanation already forwarded 
to tho American Congress, an enlight- 
ened body containing many excellent 
lawyers and accomplished statesmen, 
will lead to a calmer consideration 
of the matter, and that justico wili 
bo done." 

Tho Prosidont then went on, at 
much length, to relate curious casos 
occurring on tho border line of the re- 
publics, to show how careful both 
Governments should be not to act loo 
hastily upon insufficient evidence. 

"There are," said the President, "a 
class of both Mexicans and Americans 
n tho border who, after getting into 
trouble with Iho law, plead their cit- 
izenship to shield llicm from the 
punishment they deserve." 

The President also mentioned the 
Cspt. Crawford case, whoso investi- 
gation by "his good friend Gen Sher- 
idan, always animated by kindly 
sentiments toward Mexico," proved 
the shooting was the result of a mis- 
understanding on the part of Hie 
Mexican troops. Ho al60 mentioned 
several cases iu which ho had person- 
ally gone farther than was absolutely 
necessary in order to avoid having 
unpleasant difficuhics with tho Unit- 
ed States Government. The Presi- 
dent said he deplored thotonoofa 
miinin section of both American and 
Mexican press, adding: "Our Gov- 
ernment is certainly acting in good 
faith iu this matter, being only de- 
sirous of having justico done. It is 
a matter for calm consideration on 
the part of the two governments, un- 
influenced by tho popular clamor." 

He said that it was ridiculous (o 
suppose, as had been charged in some 
newspapers, that tho Unitod States 
Government was making a pretext 
of the Cutting case to cuter a war, 
for the United States would not do so 
without having first got in readiness. 
Tho President did not believe that 
the American pcoplo wore hostile to 
Mexico. On the contrary, ho had 
found the best class of Americans iu 
cordial sympathy with the progress- 
ive purposes of his Administration. 
Ho sincerely hoped* that nothing 
would occur to mar the friendship of 
two peoples living under the same 
form of government and animated by 
kindly sentiments toward each other. 
He was glad to bo able to present 
his views on this matter to the Amer- 
ican people. 

During the entire interview the 
Mexican Btalosmeu expressed them- 
selves with the utmost good sense.

ghlh Congress being a fraction 
above 8 per ccut. ot the bills intro- 
duced. The President has increased 
ic number of bills vetoed from 107 
111. 

The only measuro of general inter- 
outside of the appropriations 
paiscd this week was the Morrison 
in plus resolution. Tho time has 
iccu consumed, as anticipated, iu 
ho consideration of conference re- 
ports. It was hoped that au agree- 
ment would be reached upon the bill 
repealing the pre-emption, limber- 
culture aud dcsert-Uud act, but thai, 
with the conference on the Northern 
Pacific land forfeiture, fortifications, 
Mexican pension and two or three 
other measures, goes over to the next 
cssion. 

The usual authority to sit during 
the rcceBs of Congress has been 
granted to the llouso Committee on 
Appropriations, and the clerks of the 
oiumillce will be at work compiling 
the bills for the fiscal year ending 
une 30, 1888, at least six weeks be- 
fore Congress meets iu December. 
Early iu February it is expected the 
appropriation bills will begin to 
cadi tho house from its committee, 
and as they will ho devoid of any- 
thing further than the routine expen- 
diture, can readily be disposed of. 
The time of the session before these 
measures are reached will be con- 
umed by the bills indicated in the 
esmne published on Monday iast. 

Congress adjourned at 3 o'clock on 
the 5th inst. 

APPOINTMENTS AND CONrlllMATlOXS. 

Washington, Aug. C— During the 
session of tho Senate, which ended 
yesterday, tho President sent to that 
body 2,450 nominations to office, in- 
cluding withdrawals and renomina- 
lions. There were altogether aboul 
150 withdrawals, most of them being 
either to correct some error iu the 
nam«, or lo change the character of 
the nomination. There wcro but 
few permanent withdrawals. The 
Senate rejected twenty-sevcu of the 
esident's appointments, and forty- 
uiucofthem remain over unacted 
upon by tho Senate. 
action or the president on hills. 

Washington, Aug. C— The follow- 
ing statement shows the action taken 
by tho President on the various 
measures presented to him : 

Whole number of bills received by 
tho President during the session, 1,- 
095; approved, 814; became laws 
without signature, 157; vetoed, 115; 
failed for want of signature al time 
of adjournment, ten days not having 
expired, 9 ; total, 1,095. 

Of this number the following were 
pension bills : Approved, 491; be 
came laws without signature, 154 ; 
vetoed 101 ; failed for want of signa- 
ture, 1. Total, 747.

Several orro- 
ncotts announcement., havo 1)0011 
made from tiino to time but the (able 
In (his issuo may be relied upon as 
correct. 

The county judgo's race, it will bo 
seen, is decided by only 30 votes in 
a total poll of 0100 in tho county. 
This is, by several hundred, tho lar- 
gest vote ever polled in tho county. 
That milch of it was fraudulent there 
Is scarcely room for doubt. EiioiikIi 
Illegal Republican voles havo already 
been "spotted" to change tho result 
iu tho judge's race, and it is certain 
that tho number of fraudulent votes 
found whoti (ho polls aro purged will 
run up into the hundreds. The con- 



lest will come up before tho two 
magistrates nearest to the court- 
house, not Interacted In the result, 
subject to appeal to tho circuit court 
where the coolest will bo tried as an 
equity case. The vote for Bennett 
tho head of (he Democratic ticket 
shows that there aro over 2700 slmon 
pure Democrats in tho county.

Glass' Defeat. 

Tho Republican parly can never 
oiler a satisfactory explanation for 
tho defeat of Edward W. Glass, its 
colored candidate for jailor. Glass 
Is a young man of good character, 
intelligent and oducated, and bad 
made a faithful ami attentive officer 
during tho two tonus ho served as 
constable In (he Hopkinsville district. 
Last spring he aspired to tho olllco of 
Circuit Clerk, but tho Republican 
party leaders induced him lo accept 
tho nomination of Iheir committee 
for jailer in order to get him out of 
the way of Mr. Brown, who was sub- 
sequently nominated and elected. 
Glass went into tbo light iu earnest. 
Ho did not threaten and bulldo/.o. 
Ho simply made an earnest appeal 
and plausible argument, asking the 
while Republicans to show the sin- 
cerity of their protestations of friend- 
ship for bis race by electing him. 
Ad'dcd to tbo voles of his own color 
ho needed only about 500 whilo voles 
and from every stump in (ho county 
ho pleaded witli his professed politi- 
cal friends to come to his roscuo and 
not scratch their ticket. Did they 
doil? Tho result shows that Glass 
was defeated by over a hundred votes 
running several hundred voles be- 
hind bis ticket. Nor is this all. 
Wyalt Watt, tho colored candidate 
for coroner, who was beaten for 
jailer in 1882, Is again defeated by the 
party bo has supported bo faithfully 
and consistently for years. Thoro is 



but one conclusion to bo drawn from 
this and unless tbo ucgro has less in- 
telligouco thau wc give him credit 
for ho will forthwith arrivo at it.

Buying and Selling! Votes— the 
Punishment cf Fraud and 
Bribery. 



The following sections contain all 
the law fritting lo fraud and bribery 
in Kentucky elections, and we hope 
every G rand Juror will cut it out and 
preserve if for future use: 

Section 1. Any person guilty of re- 
ceiving a bribe for his vote ul an 
election, or for his services or influ- 
ence in procuring a vote or votes at an 
election, shall be lined from $60 to 
*100 and be excluded from office and 

suffrage. 

Section 2. Bribe or bribery mean 
any reward, benefit or advantage 
present or future, to the pariy Influ- 
enced, or Intended to be Influenced, 
or to another at bit instance or the 
promise of such reward, benefit or 
advantage. 

Section 3. Money or other things of 
value given or lent in whole or in 
part to be betted on the result of an 
election or the promise thcrcoT; or a 
bet with another, that such oilier will 
vote for a named candidate, and the 
gift or promise of a share in any 
such bet made or to bu made shall be 
tlcemetl a bribe. 

Section i. Whoever shall receive 
money or other things of valuo to be 
used for the purpose of producing or 
Influencing a role or votes shall be 

deemed to have been bribed. 

Section 5. Whoever shall bribe an- 
other shall, on conviction, be lined 
from 160 to $100 and bo Imprisoned 
from ten to ninety days, or both so 
lined and imprisoned anil he exclu- 
ded from olllco and suffrage for five 
years. 

Section ti. Any person convicted of 
bribery shall forfeit his office and 
Suffrage for live years. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of 
flic Sheriff, Clerks and Judges of 
Election to report any infractions of 
the law to the Grand Jury and Com- 
monwealth's Attorney, and when 
there is reason to fear that an offend- 
er will make his escape out of the 
country before indictment to procure 
liis immediate arrest. 

Section 8. This act shall he liberal- 
ly construed so as to prevent any eva- 
sion of its prohibitions and penalties 
bv shift or devise. 

Section 0. It shall be the duty 
the Judge of the Circuit Court to 
give this act in special charge at each 
Court succeeding a general election. 

Section 10. A (iraud Jury may 
cause any person to bo Summoned be- 
fore them as a witness, who shall bo 
compelled to testify as to any knowl- 
edge he may possess touching any vi- 
olation of law relating to elections 
during the past eighteen inouths, and 
if he refuses lo testify on oath, he 
shall be Committed to prison until he 
submits and be lined from .flit to $:«) 
by the Court, and a like sum forqach 
daily repetition of the contempt, 

Section 11. In any prosecution un- 
der this chapter it sha'l be no exemp- 
tion for a witness that his testimony 
may criminate himself ; but no incll 
testimony given by n witness shall be 
used against him in any prosecution, 
except for perjury ; and If used in be- 
half of Ihc Commonwealth, ho shall 
stand discharged from all penally for 
violation of this chapter so necessari- 
ly disclosed in his testimony as tend 
cd lo convict the accused. 

Section 12. All laws and part of 
laws which require other or greater 
evidence than tho testimony of one 
witness to authorize a conviction un- 
der this act are hereby repealed.

Davis, Winslow, l'auld- 
ing, liodgers, Spotts and (ioldboro, 

and of tho Commodores Gallagher, 
Krailey, MeCatilley, McCaVor and 
Qucstl of the uavy, ( recelve a simitar 
amount, as do the widows of Col-. 
Harris, Dclaney and Twiggs, of the 
marine corps. The only widow of a 
civilian drawing a pension is Mrs. A. 
11. Mcachain, whose husband was a 
chief of the Modoc peace commission, 
and was crippled for life in the mas- 
sacre of 1S7H, when Gen. Canby was 
killed. She receives a pension of $80 
a mouth, granted by Congress in 1883. 
The pension of $2,00(2 a year that 
has been voted to Mrs. Hancock is 
the largest paid to the widow of any 
soldier except Mrs. Grant, who re- 
ceives the $5,000 a year granted to the 
widows of Presidents— lire, l'olk, 
Mrs. Taylor and Mrs. Garfield. The
